In  2005  we  eliminated 
the  sales  tax  on  coins  and  bullion  in  Iowa.  This  was  a  huge  step  forward  for 
collectors  and  dealers  in  Iowa  and  w  as  only  accomplished  with  the  help  of 
a  vocal  and  active  membership.  At  our  last  IN  A  meeting,  in  Altoona,  the 
board  members  discussed  numerous  ideas  to  keep  our  organization  moving 
forward.  Show  location,  incentives  for  young  collectors,  and  the 
ramifications  of  the  new  legislation  w  ere  among  the  topics  we  focused  on. 
The  meeting  was  very  open  minded  and  allowed  for  good  discussion  of 
ideas,  which  I  think  helps  us  be  unified  and  productive  as  we  move 
forw'ard.  Our  board  is  very  committed  to  the  development  of  the 
numismatic  hobby.  If  we  pull  together,  like  we  did  for  the  sales  tax  issue, 
I  believe  we  can  stop  this  legislation  or  at  least  minimize  the  impact  it  will 
have  on  dealers  and  collectors  alike.  1  encourage  you  again  to  continue  to 
stay  involved  and  present  your  ideas  so  the  INA  can  help  you  grow  your 
hobby  and  protect  your  investment. 

By  now  you  should  have  received  your  ballots  for  board  elections,  please 
take  the  time  to  vote  and  return  your  ballot,  ^'our  opinion  matters.  .Also 
don't  forget  to  join  us  for  the  tall  membership  meeting  at  October  d-10

Health  Insurance  Bill  Mas  Siekeninji  Financial  C'onse(|uenees. 

By  Lee  ct  Marei  Roe 

Buried  deep  within  the  reeently  passed  health  insurance  bill  was  some 
language  that  w  ill  be  a  sickening  nightmare  tor  coin  collectors,  dealers,  and 
small  businesses  of  all  kinds. 

To  help  fund  the  cost  of  the  bill  passed  in  March,  Congress  included 
language  that  requires  businesses  to  file  1099  mise  forms  on  all  purchases 
over  $600'  per  year,  beginning  in  2012.  Any  purchases  a  small  business 
makes  over  the  course  of  the  year  which  e.xceeds  $600  will  require  1099 
documentation.  Air  line  tickets,  office  supplies,  internet  ser\  ice  pro\  iders, 
even  coins,  any  purchase  will  be  subject  to  reporting  under  this  new  law. 
As  a  small  business  owner  you  will  be  asking  these  other  businesses 
(vendorsO  and/or  individuals  to  supply  their  ta.x  ID  or  social  security 
numbers  so  you  can  file  your  1099's  at  tax  time.  Many  dealers  are 
estimating  they  w  ill  need  to  file  thousands  of  1 099's  which  will  be  a  record 
keeping  nightmare,  not  to  mention  very  time  consuming,  come  tax  time. 

For  coin  dealers  it  means  a  nightmare  of  paper  work.  Thorough  records  of 
every  purchase,  including  the  sellers  name,  address  and  social  security 
number  or  federal  tax  ID  number  (TIN)  will  need  to  be  compiled  and 
information  security  will  be  an  added  factor  for  dealers  to  consider  as  they 
compile  customers  personal  information.  All  of  this  will  be  in  addition  to 
filling  thousands  of  1099's,  additional  reports  for  withholding,  and 
summary  transmittals  each  year.  Additionally  any  business  forced  to  file 
more  than  250  1099's  will  be  required  to  do  so  electronically  which  will 
mean  the  purchase  of  additional  electronic  software.  Also  if  a  person 
selling  their  coins,  supplies  incorrect  information  to  the  dealer,  the  dealer 
will  be  responsible  for  the  backup  withholding  tax,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
sale  has  already  been  made  and  the  tax  cannot  be  collected  from  the  seller. 

For  coin  collector's  this  new  law  requires  sales  of  coins  to  be  reported  as 
income  to  the  IRS.  Since  the  law  requires  reporting  aceumulated purchases 
for  each  person  on  an  annual  basis,  selling  a  few  coins  at  various  times 
throughout  the  year  will  be  reported  if  the  annual  aeeuniulated  total 
exceeds  the  $600  threshold.  Furthermore,  since  many  collector's  don't  ha\  e 
accurate  records  of  what  they  paid  for  their  coin(s).  they  w  ill  ine\  itably 
have  to  claim  the  entire  sales  amount  as  income.  Collector's  will  be 
required  to  gix  e  dealers  their  TIN  or  SS  numbers.  Unw  illingness  to  compK 
will  force  dealers  to  withhold  28%  of  the  transaction  price  and  file  a  945 
for  withholding  on  those  transactions. 
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Recently;  hov\  ever,  1 1 R5  1 4 1  was  introclueed  by  Rep.  Dan  l.ungren  ( R-C'A ) 
to  repeal  the  1044  reporting  requirement  included  in  the  new  health 
insurance  bill.  Sexeral  large  retail  organizations,  including  the  National 
hederation  ot  Independent  Business,  The  US  C  hamber  of  Conuress,  the 
Small  Business  Legislative  Council,  and  ICTA  (Industry  Council  on 
Tangible  .Assets)  have  joined  forces  to  support  this  legislation.  The  bill  is 
gaining  momentum  as  American’s  learn  of  the  potential  burden  and  risks 
of  this  bill,  but  your  voice  needs  to  be  heard. 

C  ontact  your  members  of  Congress  to  ask  them  to  support  HR5141  to 
eliminate  this  unnecessary  and  burdensome  reporting  for  small 
businesses  and  collector's. 

\V  e  suggest  you  visit  the  Senate  and  House  websites  referenced  below. 
There  you  can  obtain  contact  information  so  you  can  express  your  concern 
with  this  legislation.  In  speaking  with  Senator  Grassley  last  year,  he 
informed  Marci  Roe  that  every  hand  written  letter  is  read  by  him 
personally;  however,  email  and  phone  calls  arc  also  very  effective  in 
raising  the  awareness  of  our  Congressmen,  so  please  contact  them  in 
whatever  way  works  for  you. 

Finally  as  individual  tax  liabilities  differ,  we  disclaim  any  liability  relating 
to  or  arising  from  the  information  in  this  article  and  strongly  urge  you  to 
consult  your  tax  accountant  or  legal  representative  regarding  your 
requirements  within  the  law.

W  hat  About  Older  Quarters? 

By  Mark  Bcnveniiio 

Any  collectors  who  aren’t  aware  of  the  end  of  the  first 
eleven-year  long  program  the  United  States  mint  has  had 
commemorating  each  of  our  states  and  territories  on  the 
reverse  of  the  coins  can  safely  be  accused  of  having  their  head  under  a 
rock  for  the  past  decade  or  so.  While  a  person  can  argue  that  the  Lincoln 
cent  has  been  produced  to  a  higher  number  than  any  other  coin  in  history, 
the  argument  might  also  be  made  now  that  it  is  the  Washington  quarter 
that  is  the  most  recognized.  If  you  have  been  collecting  quarters  from 
change,  now  might  be  a  very  good  time  to  look  at  some  of  the  older 
offerings  the  U.  S.  has,  at  least  when  it  comes  to  quarters.  A  type  set  of 
quarters  could  be  a  fun  extension  of  any  modern  quarters  collection 
you’ve  developed. 

Jumping  back  to  just  before  the  Washington  quarter, 
we  begin  with  the  rather  popular  and  quite  beautiful 
Standing  Liberty  quarters.  Minted  every  year  but  one 
from  1916  until  1 930,  the  Standing  Liberty  is  the  artistic 
work  of  M.  Herman  A.  McNeil.  As  many  United  States 
coin  series,  there  is  a  rarity  within  it,  right  up  at  the 
beginning.  There  were  only  52,000  Standing  Liberty 
quarters  dated  1916,  but  that’s  because  they  w^ere  only  minted  as  the  tail 
end  of  the  year.  Anyone  w'anting  to  get  their  paw  s  on  a  single  Standing 
Lib  might  instead  choose  the  1920,  with  a  mintage  of  just  under  28 
million,  or  perhaps  the  1925,  w  ith  12,2  million  to  its  tally. 

The  reason  we  picked  the  two  dates  just  mentioned  is  that  they  straddle 
a  line  within  the  series.  You  see,  the  Standing  Liberty  quarters  have  their 
date  in  the  obverse  exergue  -  the  little  bit  under  Lady  Liberty  on  the  front  - 
and  prior  to  1925  the  date  wasn’t  recessed  into  the  coin.  That  means  the 
earlier  coins  often  have  dates  that  show'  heavy  w  ear,  or  that  have  w  om  off. 
In  1 925,  the  date  was  recessed,  meaning  that  all  the  dates  from  there  until 
1930  w'ere  protected.  The  difference  in  how  the  date  is  applied  on  the 
coin  doesn’t  translate  too  much  into  the  prices  today.  For  example,  $50 
will  get  either  date  for  you  (plus  many  others,  as  w  ell),  but  it  w  ill  be  a  \’F- 
20  coin  for  the  1920,  and  an  XF-40  coin  for  1950.  Do  a  bit  of  searching 
and  you  may  find  some  other  Standing  Liberty  quarters  that  w  ill  go  well 
in  a  type  collection. 

Jumping  back  to  the  next  quarter  design,  we  run  into  Mr.  Charles 
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Barber's  famous  image  of  the  bust  of  Liberty,  in  the 
Barber  series  of  I  S^>2- 1^)16.  Unlike  the  Standing  Liberty 
quarters,  the  Barbers  eame  roaring  out  of  the  gate  in  1 892 
with  a  mintage  of  8.2  million  from  the  main  Mint  in 
Philadelphia,  plus  another  2.4  million  from  the  braneh 
faeility  in  New  Orleans,  plus  just  shy  of  1  million  fro  the 
wet  eoast  branch  in  San  Francisco.  Of  these  three  possibilities  that  bear  the 
date  1892,  the  Philly  coin  is  the  cheapest,  and  the  San  Fran  coin  the  most 
expensive.  Perhaps  ob\  iously,  that  has  to  do  with  the  total  number  minted, 
but  less  obviously,  it  also  has  to  do  with  our  continued  love  of  all  coins 
with  that  “S”  mint  mark. 

The  1 892  isn’t  the  single  most  common  Barber  quarter.  That  honor  goes 
to  the  1899  with  12.6  million  to  its  total.  There  are  a  few'  other  dates  that 
also  come  in  at  eight-figure  totals.  But  look  deeper  into  the  series  than  just 
common  coins,  at  least  if  you  are  trying  to  snag  just  one  for  a  type  set. 
There  are  plenty  down  at  or  near  the  1  million  mark  with  prices  that  are  still 
quite  attractive,  such  as  $25  -  $75.  You  won’t  be  getting  proof  or  mint  state 
coins  with  this  sort  of  price  tag,  but  there  are  still  goo  looking  circulated 
pieces  to  be  had. 

Going  back  farther,  to  the  Seated  Liberty  quarters  and 
the  design  w  ork  of  Mr.  Christian  Gobrecht,  might  be  the 
kind  of  move  that  you've  only  dreamed  about  thus  far  in 
your  collecting  career.  Well,  it’s  time  to  wake  up  and 
realize  that  yes,  there  are  some  Seated  Liberty  twenty- 
five  cent  pieces  that  won’t  cost  you  the  proverbial  arm 
and  leg.  The  series  is  long  enough  -  from  1838  -  1891  that  there  are  still 
some  common  dates  in  Just  about  every  decade.  W'ant  a  very  old  Seated  Lib 
quarter?  Well,  the  1845  has  a  Mint  total  of  922,000  coins,  and  a  price  of 
about  $50  in  fine  12  condition.  Want  a  more  recent  one,  but  with  that 
coveted  ‘S’  mint  mark?  Try  the  very  Isat  batch,  the  1891  S,  with  its  total  of 
2.2  million,  and  a  price  tag  of  $50  in  VF-20.  Want  some  other  dates?  Well, 
please,  by  all  means,  look  through  some  of  the  basic  reference  books. 
You’ll  undoubtedly  Imd  a  few  quarters  that  will  look  good  in  your 
collection. 

Going  back  beyond  the  Seated  Liberty  quarters,  we 
arrive  at  the  Capped  Bust  design  of  Mr.  .lohn  Reich,  and 
the  feeling  that  we  are  getting  into  a  zone  filled  with  but 
expensive  coins.  Well,  that  feeling  is  justified,  but  there’s 
still  some  hope  here.  Minted  for  most  of  the  years  from 
1815  -1838,  the  Capped  Ikist  quarters  do  generally  have 
lower  mintage,  and  higher  prices,  than  the  other  quarters 
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we  have  looked  at.  But  the  1 835  has  a  tally  of  1 ,952,000  to  its  name,  whieh 
makes  a  person  believe  that  some  of  these 


had  to  have  survived  the  exports  and  melt  downs  of  the  earliest  years  of 
United  States  eoinage.  That  1835  runs  about  Si 00  in  very  good,  or  V(i-8, 
eondition,  at  least  as  this  is  being  written.  If  that’s  the  bad  news,  the  good 
news  is:  so  do  the  1 832,  1 834,  1 836,  1 837,  and  the  1 838.  Within  that  string 
of  dales,  the  1837  has  a  total  of  252,400,  and  the  ‘38  totals  up  to 
366,000.  If  you  ean,  add  one  of  these  to  your  type  set.  They  are  by  far 
the  scareer  coins. 

Going  back  even  farther  than  the  Capped  Bust 
quarters  does  put  us  into  the  realm  of  truly  expensive. 

The  Draped  Bust  quarters  were  produced  in  1796  as 
a  one  year  type,  with  what  is  now  called  the  small 
eagle  reverse,  and  from  1804  -  1807  with  what  is 
now  called  the  heraldic  eagle  reverse.  The  most  common  of  these 
twenty-five  cent  pieces  is  the  1807  with  just  over  200k  to  its  tally. 
The  least  common  are  the  1 796's  and  the  1 804's,  with  6, 1 46  and  6,738 
to  their  respective  totals.  If  you  have  $500  (no  not  $50,  we’re  talking 
$500)  to  part  with,  you  might  be  able  to  get  an  1 807 
in  G-4  for  your  type  set.  If  you  want  to  go  for  one  of 
the  1 796's,  you  might  want  to  consider  seeing  how 
much  home  equity  you  can  tap  into.  It  costs  well 
over$10k  for  one  of  these  in  the  lowest  possible 
grade. 

Well,  even  if  the  earliest  quarters  of  the  United  States  are  out  of 
reach  for  most  of  us,  it  appears  there  is  something  of  a  pleasant 
surprise  among  the  Capped  Bust  quarters.  As  well,  there's  quite  a  bit 
that  doesn’t  cost  quite  a  bit  in  the  Seated  Liberty,  the  Barber,  and  the 
Standing  Liberty  quarters  series.  Now  might  prove  to  be  an  excellent 
time  to  expand  your  quarters  set  beyond  those  of  the  states  re\  erses.
